Recent Indian Massacre its the 
Northwest Confirmed. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Nov. 24. — Previous t:> hia de- 
parture for America, Henry M. Stanley 
expressed his willingness to undertake 
the command of a rnilitury expedition fur 
Eastern Africa to Uganda and endeavor 
to inauce the king of that country to re- 
lieve Emiti Bey, a German, who, with 
3,000 Egyptians, was at last accounts 
holdiug Wal'ady against a hostile chief. 
Stanley promised to place his services 
gratuitously at the disposal of the British 
government and without entailing upon 
themanyresponsibility for the safety of his 
person. The scheme has been submitted 
to Lord Iddesleigh, foreign secretary. 

Lord Salisbury, replying tj tho memor- 
ial which the socialists left at his resi- 
dence on Sunday, says that the proposals 
contained therein, which would involve 
hp extension of the legislative changes, 
would, without doubt, be duly considered 
by parliament if they were laid before it. 
•'I, myself, however, " he adds, '.'am un- 
able to adopt or support them, as I am 
convinced thu t thu proposals, if effected, 
would cause additional diatross and suffer 
ing far exceeding wh»l prevails at present. 

Liverpool, Nov. 2-1 — The In man line 
steamer Uity of Chester, winch arrived 
here on November 22, from New York, 
took fire while lying at t'lb West Alex- 
andria docks. Bjth vessel and cargo 
were badly damaged. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Nov. 24 — In the chamber of 
deputies to-day, M. Bouvier stated that 
tho budget committee had accepted the 
proposed reductions in the budget, but 
he strongly blamed the government for 
rejecting them when they were first sug- 
gested. Prime Minister Do Freycinet 
said that he regretted to hear M Rouvier 
Ufso language which was' intended to ex- 
cite the chamber against tho government.. 
He relied upon tho adhesion of all true 
republicans. He did not believe that 
those who would vole against tho creditH 
aimed at tho overthrow of the ministry, 
but thought they simply desired to re- 
trench expenses. The debute on the 
budget was then resumed M Sidle 
Oarnot, minister of linance, refused to 
agree to the reduction 'of 000,000 franca 
on the credit tor tho finance ministry. A 
division was then taken and iho reduo 
tion approved by a vote of 411 against 
09. The result was announced amid the 
moat intense excitement. 

ITALY. 

BoMB, Nov. .24. — The green book on 
Bulgarian affairs, which has just been 
issued by the Italian government, covers 
the period from August 1st to November 
20th. Among its contents is a dispatch 
Bent by Count do Rabitant, foreign nun 
istor to tho government at St Peters- 
burg, in which ho insists on Russia pro- 
posing for Prince of Bulgaria such candi- 
dates as would meet with the approval of 
all tho powers. In a letter to Count Kal- 
noky, Austro-JIuugarian foreign in in is tar, 
De Rabitant agrees with him that if R.UB- 
aia maintains a negative position the 
restoration of a normal state ot things 
in Bulgaria is imp issihlo. lie also says 
that the prompt election of a prince is an 
absolute necessity. In a letter to the 
Russian government, under date of 
November 15th*, Count do Rabitant urotrt- 
(□'od that ii all vhe other power's accept 
the Russian candidate for the Bulgarian 
throne, Italy will also givo her approval; 
but he inaista that the candidate be pro- 
claimed by tho prpaoht Bobranje.

Bismarck, Dakota, Nov. 24.— It ia re- 
ported here that seven Indiana, Big 
Thunder, tho Crow chief, among tho 
number, were drowned while attempting 
to cross the Missouri river at "a point 
about, ten miles north of hero. Big Thun- 
der was one of tho most famous chiefs of 
the Crow nation, and hia son, White 
Eagle is said to have been with tho party 
when the accident occurred, in crossing 
to join a band of their tribe, which start- 
ed out to wreak vengeance on the Sioux, 
who had killed a number of Crows several 
days before. 

There are reports that several miners at 
Sims wore frozen during the blizzard. 

San Francisco, Nov. 24. — (Jus Mov- 
ers, 22 years of uge, after a quarre' with 
hia brother this morning uiuuipted uui- 
cide by hanging, but was discovered and 
taken down. This afternoon he repeated 
tho act and was found hanging apparently 
lifeless. Hia recovery is doubtful. 

Portland, Or., Nov. 24. — In the breach 
of promise case of Henrietta M. Kelly vs 
Highfield, both of Oregon City, yie jury 
this evening returned a vordiet awarding 
tho plaintiff §14,000.

— Mrs. Barbara 
Hemphill, who yesterday had both logs 
amputated between the knees and hips, 
she having been run over by the cars in 
endeavoring to save her grandchild, died 
to day. 

Columbus, S. C, Nov. 24. — Senator 
Hampton, while doer hunting on his Mis- 
sissippi plantation Monday, was painfully 
huit by his horse falling on his legs. 

New Haven, Conn., Nov. 24 — The 
sohoonor Annie Hoffess, with her crew of 
six men, left Mobile, Ala., forty-se\'eii 
days ago with a cargo of lumbar for this 
port. She has not been spoken since and 
is thought to have foundered. 

Rando, Ala., Nov. 24 —John Davis, a 
negro, who outraged a white woman near 
that place a few days ago, waa lynched 
last night. 

Cleveland, Nov. 24. — Whaller, the 
miser, who waa bound over to the com- 
mon ploas court yeptorday, without bail, 
for murdering his wife, was released on 
$20,000 bail by Judge McKinley, to-day. 

Thb Dalles, Nov. 23 — Henry Harvey 
murderer of Roderick Grant, was killed 
about live miles thin Bido of Antelope, at 
tho head of Pine hollow, early Sunday 
morning, by a posso of six citizens of An- 
telope. Ue was first discovered Satur- 
day evening at Duffy's sheep cabin, live 
miles south of Antelope, by a man named 
Griffith, who had stopped at the cabin to 
get supper. Griffith told Harvey to tie 
his horse and come in and not supper. Ho 
said, "All right, Mr. Griffith; you walk 
ahead of me." This aroused suspicion, 
and after supper Griffith said he would lio 
and get water to wash the dishes. He 
left tho cabin, bucket in hand, and made 
his way as fast as possible to tho nnarest 
neighbor — Wiley's horse ranch — two 
miles distant. Wiley and Giitlilh went 
immediately to Antelope and gave the 
alarm, arriving there at 10 o'clock. Har- 
vey passed through Antelope ot half- past 
11. A parly started from Antelope at 
early light Sunday morning. They track- 
ed him on tho newly fallen enow. At 
Rooper's camp tney 'found that Harvey 
had called there, wanting to stop over 
night, which was refused. Ho went down 
to Pine hollow, built a fire, and was 
thete when the Antelope party arrived. 
They asked him if he was traveling. Ho 
said he was, and they asked him where 
ho was going. He said to Antelope. He 
was told to throw up hia hand. His an- 
swer was, "Yea, you b — of b — , 1 will,,' 
and he commenced to shoot. He never 
gave up until shot through the head. Ho 
was armed with a Winchester and two ru- 
volvers, one of which was Allen Grant's. 
Fourteen bullet holes were found on his 
bocfy. None of tho party were hit. 

New Yoke, Nov. 23. — The Times to- 
day devotes 'wo of its news columns to 
exposure of the Sun's malignant attack 
on tho lute Gen, Grant's family in the 
matter of the Holmes undertaking bill 
Some of tho details have not hitherto 
boon published, it says, "and they aid in 
more fully showing the motives and pur- 
poses of those who vindictively pursued 
Grant while he waa alive, and who, since 
his death, seem to have devoted them- 
selves to tlie tisk of annoying tho dead 
hum's family as much as tha law will per- 
mit them to do." 

SAN SALVADOR, 
Sauna Cbuk, Nov. 24. — The depart- 
ment of Santa Anna, in San Salvador, has 
been placed under martial law, the gov- 
ernment having discovered tho existence 
of a conspiracy. Various arrests have 
been made and arms destined for tho re- 
volutionists have been seized. Tho gov- 
ernment has taken energetic means to 
maintain peace. 

CANADA. 
OTTAWA, Nov 23 —Correspondence bo- 
tween Canadian an i Upited States auth- 
orities confirms tho report of tho recent 
Indian massacre in the Northwest. It 
appears that a band of tho Orgs Ventre 
Indians passed for Aasiniboiuo, on the 
south boundary Itno, and, on exhibiting 
six scalps, were attained by. American 
troopB Upon being proved, they gavo 
an apcrtqnt of a light which had taken 
p)ace, They then took tho militia to tho 
Sweet Grass hills, where the scalping was 
done. The scene being loojsjted in Cana- 
dian territory, tho American troops could 
nut cross tho line, and Canadian mounted 
police were ordered to mako a search for 
tho bodies, and found them aa represent- 
ed by tho Groa Ventres, in tho fciwaet 
Grass hjll*.

THE END OF THE SOUDAN WAR. 

For several montha paet the Soudan has 
occupied but a Email share of public at- 
tention. Except for au occasional foray 
into tho surrounding country by the small 
garrison at Suakini, or more or leas auc- 
cesnful raidn uf banda of Oaman Digma's 
predatory troopa on the cattle and other 
ubatraotable property of the peacefully 
inclined tribes in the neighborhood, a 
condition of comparative tranquility has 
reigned. Recent correspondence of the 
London Times conveys the gratifying intel- 
ligence that thin stiita of utl'uirs is now likely 
to bo permanent and thut thu wild Arab up- 
rising, which it cost bo much British blood 
und valor to check, is being finally diaai- 
pat,ad by other lesa costly, but not loss 
effectual influences. The rumarkable 
change which haa been effected can be the 
better UDpreoiated by recalling L 
dition of tho country around Suakiu. nut 
longer ago than May last. Oaman Dig- 
ma, outside the walls of tho town, was 
practically maater of the aituation. Ho 
waa repeatedly reported killed, but he ap- 
peared to have as many lives as a cat. 
Ilepoated attempts were made to dis- 
perse hia troops, but they proved 
aa effectual aa fighting a phantom. 
Occasional conflicts between the Arabs 
and the British troops resulted in a 
good deal of bloodahed and glory, but little 
elae. The Arabs were not subdued and 
their raids were continued under thevery 
guns of the forte. When matters were in 
this position a new policy was adopted 
which has been attended with the moat 
marked success. All the British troopa 
remaining wore withdrawn and their 
places taken by an Egyptian garriaou, un- 
der the command of an English officer of 
engineers. The latter, who waa appoint- 
ed governor-general, at once proceeded to 
make it known to the Soudanese thut the 
government had decided nut to ondeavor 
any further either with men or with 
money to put an end to hoatilities, and 
that if they wished tho country pacified 
and trade re-opened they must taKe steps 
in that direction themselves. It speedily 
became apparent that a large proportion 
of the tribes were in favor of peace and a 
renewal of trade. Oaman Digma organ 
ized two forcea and aent one north 
and tho e ther south to punish tnboa which 
had decided in lavor of peace. One of thoae 
armies was beaten and the other pru- 
dently beat a retreat, without having at- 
tempted to accomplish the object with 
which it had been sent out. From this 
point Osman Digran'a power began to 
wane. A successful raid made by a 
friendly tribe induced othtra. A number 
of the sheikhs who were with Osman 
wrote expressing their desire fur peace, 
and asking 10 bo allowed to negotiate with 
that object. Others, with a keen eye to 
the main chance, enquired whether there 
was a reward outstanding for Ostnan'a 
aagacioui old head. Within little more 
than a month the whole country around 
Suakim had been cleared of rebela; h 
market was opened; it waa possible for a 
single individual to ride about without 
danger, and industries which had been at 
a Btandstill for two years wero re-opened. 
The tribes now began to close in on 
Tamai, Osman Digma's Btronghold, and 
meanwhile English and Egyptian cruisers 
watched the coast closely to prevent him 
from getting any fresh supplies. Ojman 
auon began to find himself, aa tho Timea 
correspondent expressively put it, in a 
position "very much like a rat in a hule." 
lie accordingly summoned his few re- 
maining followers and informed them, 
first, that un army of 4,000 men was 
marching to their relief; and, second, 
that circumstances required hia presence 
at Khartoum. He then decamped, ao 
companiedby a faithful few, and Tamai. 
shortly after, fell into tho hands uf the 
friendly natives. The correspondent con- 
cludes: 

"Nothing bhon-H moro distinctly the collapse of the 
movement throughout tho .Soudan than the fact that 
even the hardy imagination of usman could not ven- 
ture to promise more than 1,000 men A vear or two 
Id truthfully boast of his actual' 10,000 pre- 
s im munition at its feeblest would have

To thk^Editor:— Thursday, Nov. 25th, 
in the year of grace, 1886, inarka an epoch 
in the history of our city, as being the 
day on whioh the above institution was 
brought to a final close; the auctioneer's 
hammer serving as its funeral knell, its 
various properties, save and except the 
library being sold, and its rooms left 
empty, causing the institute that had 
maintained its position through many a 
trial bordoring on a quattor of a century 
to become a thing of the past. Its dis- 
aolution will create a void that must be 
tilled up if our people are to keep pace 
with the intelligence of the age. 

Doubtleas to a considerable portion of 
our oitizena, tho loss of the Mechanics' 
Institute with ita opportunities to furuiah 
intelligence of the current literature of 
the day is a matter of supreme indiffer- 
ence, inasmuch aa the well stocked li- 
braries of their houiea, combined with 
aubscription to periodical literature, and 
aoceas to the clubs furnishes abundantly 
all they may require. 

But outside of such highly favored in- 
dividuals there are large numbers, and 
amongst those numbers, many invested 
with that important power involved in tho 
franchise who have not the moans for on- 
joying such privileges, and yet to whom 
it ia highly desirable that such facilities 
for obtaining information should be af- 
forded to qualify them to become good 
and useful citizens. It is just possible 
that tho temporary arrangement of 
the city council . may in tho 
meantime meet a requirement; but 
but any such notions ua have, beuu men- 
tioned aa for tho Mechanics' Inatituto in 
its new form to bo in connection with u 
publio market, ia a miscomprehension of 
what is wanted, and would end in a fail- 
ure. It is to bo h'iped the city council 
will aeek tho aid of the provincial gov- 
ernment for a money grant fur the erec 
tion of a suitable edifice in some central 
part of the city, ao that. at no distant date 
our citizens may have an institution of 
which they would be proud, and for which 
aid from the legislature Victoria, aa the 
capital, is- entitled. Surely, it cannot bo 
said, there is no necessity for such in- 
fluences heiug in operation, for while on 
every hand our city ia progressive, in the 
habits, taatoa and language of that por- 
tion of the community called tho people, 
there ia furniahed abundant evidence of 
such an institution being wanted as herein 
alluded to, and which it is thu boundon 
duty of the government and all interested 
in the welfare of our city to recognize 
and to afford the necessary assistance for 
its accomplishment. \V. K. B. 

Paper ia China. 

To the Editoh:— No article of manufac- 
ture plays so great a part in the diplomatic 
and social areas of tha people of China, aa 
paper. It is said that ono of the uses to 
which tho now temple in Chinatown is 
tnrned is that of slitting off tho head of a 
paper figure meant to represent his serouo 
majesty, the otnperor of China; diplomati- 
cally, the forerunner of rebolliou in China, 
if thia very doubtful proceeding bo true, it 
would imply an act to be fought into reality 
at some future period of time. Aa there 
are membors of the Lily society in Victoria, 
aa well as in many centres in China, and 
as these people aim at subverting tho Mau- 
ohoo dynnsty, there may bo a shade of 
truth in the rumor. 

Baforo the New Vear is ushered in, the 
benificeut kitchen god is propitiated «»ith 
insense, sweet-meats, fire-crackers, and 
paper money, representing gold und silver 
shoes of sycee. The paper money is burnt 
with no sparing hand, the object iu view be- 
ing to secure the silence of this potent god 
to the peccadillos of the family during the 
past year, or as Mr. Charlton, M. 1 J ., 
humorously puts it, gives him a ham. 
Surely no god, if he be worthy tho name of 
a god, can have the heart to tell to his su- 
perior the little merry tricks which have 
been going on in hia presence, under the 
roof, in tho kitoheu of which he has hia 
home, especially when hia mouth in 
crammed with sweets, hia ears deafened 
with noiae and hiB pockets filled with gold 
and silver. No, the kitchen god tells no 
tales. 

The Chinese provide for their dead by 
Bending after them paper money fur their 
traveling expenses, as is seen when scattered 
on tho road to the tomb — women to please, 
horses to use, pavilions to shield, gold and 
silver in bores, ad libitum. True, it is 
paper; but, speaking diplomatically, he 
has them. Bed paper is chiefly used for 
marriage and ceremonial contracts, pres- 
ents, bonusos, etc., symbolical of joy. 
White and blue markj grief and mourning. 
The export of rags from China to England 
is considerable. Ere long our steamers 
will make us close neighbors, and it would 
not be amiss to turn our attention to paper 
manufacture. C. F. Mookk.

London, Nov. 25. — Tho election for 
tho roctorship nf St. Andrew's univeraity 
resulted in the choice of tho Bight Hon. 
J. B. Balfour, secretary of state for Scot- 
land, who receivod 108 votes against 83 
for Sir John Lubbock. 

John Bright, iu a lt>ttor approving of 
the erection of a atatuu of Oobdun at 
Stockport, denies that free trade is im- 
perilled. He continues: ''An American 
rocontly asked me if it would be impos- 
sible to return to protection in England? 
I roplied, it ia not impossible, but it will 
not come until the United States restores 
slavery." 

The London city companies have re- 
solved to aoll their lands in tho north of 
Ireland on easy terma to tenants. The 
Salters' company will transfer 250,000 
acroa at tho purchase price of £20,000, 
under tho terms of the Ashbourne act. 
The Fishmongers' company will transfer 
20, 500 acres at a yearly rental of £9,500. 
They offer to sell to tenants at twenty 
years' purchase on the government valua- 
tions, the tenants paying, annually thirty 
per cent, under the present, rental. Tho 
Drapers' Co. otters 20,720 acrea at a 
yearly rental of £12,500, at eighteen 
years' purchase. Tne tenant j will accept 
the offers. The transfer covers nearly all 
of tho county of Londonderry.

Mir. A. Bowman, ffl. 13., lteports 
om a Hallway Route to 
Cariboo*. 

The following ia the report of Mr. A. 
Bowman, of the geological survey, to 
Hon. \V, Smithe, on the practicability of 
a railway line into tho Cariboo district: — 
Sia, — Agreeable 1 1 your request I trans- 
mit herewith data which may bo of ser- 
vice in carrying out a survey for a branch 
railway line from Ashcroft to Cariboo 
mining district. The general features of 
the undertaking wero briefly set forth in 
my preliminary report of 1886. The par- 
ty could eojuip at Ashcroft, where. pack 
animals may be either bought or hired on 
reasonable terms. Packers and Indians, 
familiur with tho country to be traversed, 
would beet bo procured at the 150-Milo 
House, or by communication with 
Messsra. McKiulay, Borland and Mc- 
Innaa, residing betwoon Bridge Creek aud 
Alexandria. The flrat work would be the 
running of a line to the nearest mining 
country of the Cariboo district, namely, 
Bridgo Creek or Horsefly riser valley to 
Qjesuollo Lake. Branches from this line 
of survey might then be, run to determine 
the host route for a main line up the val- 
ley of tho Fraser, to bo continued, ulti- 
mately to Omineca. 1st. From Bridge 
Creek by way of Like LaHache and Wil- 
liams Liko to ISuda Creok. 2nd. From a 
point noar tho head of Bearer river val- 
ley (aud Hazelti;io oreeli) down Beaver 
river to Quoanollemuuth, ThBse routes 
are indicated as both answering the gen- 
eral object of a development railway lo 
cover the northern interior plateau, while 
they aro both remarkably easy of con- 
struction. By route No. 1 the line would 
follow a woll developed agricultural coun- 
try throughout, but would not reach tho 
mining country proper. By route num- 
ber 2, it would enter the mining country 
soon after leaving Bridge creek (tho 100- 
Mile House) and follow an undeveloped 
agricultural country throughout. By 
route number 1, the shortest possible hue 
of railway from Ashcroft — 175 miles — 
would be made to connect at Soda crock 
with steamboat navigation — as far as Fort 
George canyou. By rotito number 2, the 
shortest possible line — 160 miles — would 
be made to connect with the extensive 
water stretches of Qjosnolle laka, and a 
tot il of 223 miles to Q'leanellemouth 
would connect both tho lakes and the riv- 
er navigation described. Assuming that 
both lines need not be butlt immediately, 
when one of thum would answer tho gen- 
eral purpose, it may safely bo left to tho 
engineer to determine by the alignments 
and grades of routes numbers 1 and 2, 
which shall serve the bost for Iho devel- 
opment of the country. 

There would be a rise from Ashcroft to 
the aummit, near Green lake, of 2,400 
f.et in 70 miles, and a descent thonce to 
Bridge croak, of tlOO feut in 13 milus, 
Then on route number 1 ; a general level 
of 40 miles at about 3,000 feet above the 
sea, along Luke L i Hacho, followed by a 
gradual descent between Williams Lake 
and the Eraser, and undulating grades 
along tho Eraser. On route number 2 
there is a general level from Bridge 
creek northwards fur 60 miles, at about 
3,200 feet above the sea, to the head of 
Beaver river, followed by a long gradual 
doacent, practically level to Qjesnolle- 
raouth. Tho line would follow the Bona- 
parte from Ashcroft, a disUnco of 37 
miles. Then leaving the river it would 
ascend to the higher level country around 
Green lake and follow the lako for about 
4 miles; total, 41 miles. From the lake 
northward it would fellow the original 
Brigade trail to Bridge creek, 17 miles. 

In order to ascertain the nature of the 
country around tireen lake, Mr. McEvoy 
in October, lHtiC, left the wagon road at 
the 83 mile post and followed down a 
sluggish stream for 7 miles, to the lako. 
The country was "visible for miles 
around. To the aouth it is an even level 
country, sloping gently towards the Bona- 
parte. Looking up the lake, toward the 
north, it is hilly on the east side, while on 
the west side it rised gradually, " From 
Groen lako to tho watershed, several 
miles further north, the country rises 
200 feet. Thence to Bridge croek it falls 
in 13 miles, 400 feet, These figures 
show an easy grade. The coit uf construc- 
tion from the Bonaparte to Bridge creek 
would bo very low, as the country is not 
rugged, but tUt, dotted with small al- 
kaline lakes. It allows great freedom in 
regard to route. In some places it is 
slightly rolling and would necessitate 
shallow cuttings. Along the south shore 
of Lake t_uesnollo, west of HitZidtine 
oreek, the route is easy in appearance 
but rocky in a few places near the lake. 
Mr. McEvoy having iu October, 1885, 
followed the valley of Quesnelle river 
from tho forks Lo iho mouth, reports that 
the first 30 miles down the Quesnelle 
river would be difficult. Side cuttings 
with numerous sharp bluffs alternate with 
benches, Loam slides are vory numer- 
ous, of great height, and very steep. The 
line wuuld have to bo carried across them 
low down. 

Beaver river valley is alowly winding 
and trough shaped, and as far down as 
can bo soon from Grey's mountain at 
Boaver lake, id a remarkably easy route, 
so oven as to require vory littlo grading. 
Near it3 mouth, however, the river ap- 
pears to enter a canyon about which noth- 
ing is* kno WD. From tho mouth of Beav- 
er river down the Quesnelle river the 
route is easier, being loam aide-cuttings 
aiid bench with a fow bluffs. Tho prac- 
ticability of a routu from Bridgo creek 
along the wagonroad valloy and Lako La 
Hacho is so well known that it is un- 
necessary to mention it. Leaving Lake 
La Hacho tho road would keep woll down 
towards San Joso crook and would avoid 
tho uneven ground of tho wagonroad. 
San .lose creek could bo followed to Wil- 
liam's lake, thenco tho north shore of tho 
lako and Mission creek to tho Eraser, and 
tho Eraser to Quesnelle, From Soda 
creek up, tho route would be a cheap 
olio; continuous benches boiug the char- 
acter of tho country, with only two or 
three canyons to cross. Aftorthe first 20 
miles tho present wagonroad has almost 
a railroad grudo. Tho cost of this routo 
would be much loss than that along tho 
Qqesnelle rivor, but probably greater 
than that along Beaver and Quefluello 
rivers. 

No information is at hand about that 
part of routo from Soda creok down t'> Wil- 
liams lako. Tho characteristics of tho two 
main routes are: Tho ond by Williams lako 
and Fiaaer is through a coniiuuouH farming 
country, while thnt by the Quesnelle in 
throvgh a hay and catllo country. Timber 
is more plentiful by tho latter route, but 
thoro is scnrcoly an inhabitant in that port 
of tho oountry, ercopt at the forks of the 
Quesnelle. The railway pointsto bo investi- 
gated aro: 

L. Tho little canyou of tho Bonnpnrto at 
>nhoroft. There is a rinn from Ashcroft 
stntion to the hotel at Cache Creek of 360 
feet in six miles, whelS tho lino would follow 
a narrow bottom and encounter a short 
bend or two which would probably have to 
bo mot by bridging. 

2. Tho riao from the valley of the Bona- 
parte to Orcon lake, whore there would bo 
a choice of ground, 

3, If it should b« rloemed donirable to 
touch at th« (cot of Quoriaalla lake, the 



point on the lake most suitable for railway 
connection would bo the mouth of Hazel- 
fine creek. From this point to tho forks of 
Quesnelle, connection with the North Fork 
of Quesnelle oau be made on good ground 
only, by rising (throe or four hundred feet) 
to the highest boucuus. If, by means of 
these a Buitabje grade can ba found into the 
outlet of the valloy of the North Pork of the 
Quesnelle, thero ia then a continuous tbI- 
loy connecting with that of Bear river aud 
tanning through the heart of Cariboo to 
the Upper Fraser. 

4th. From Beaver lake valloy, going 
towards Quesnollemouth, the line should 
keep bauk from Quoanolle river on the 
south side. Leaving Beaver rivor above 
its canyon it would follow the higher 
bonches iu the entire remaining district; 
thereby avoiding tho canyon and the 
slides of the lower Queinelle. I havo 
seen this country only at a distance, from 
Moorohead mountain, whence it looka 
like a continuous plain.

But he 
carefully avoided tackling any one of thoao 
baflling problems. He simply dovotsd 
himself to a sort of criticism of the sort 
of morass into which the liberals have 
stepped, and from which thero seoms no 
ready way of extrication. Tho liberal 
party it dirided, and, therefore, weak- 
ened, until at length only 1\)H members 
out of the 670 follow Mr. Gladstone. 
Lord Rosebery points to Egypt and to the 
miaorable Soudan business as undermin- 
ing the confidence of the nation, and as a 
patent cauao of the diminution of support. 
He also considered the absence of all 
home legislation produced an unfortunate 
effect on the constituencies. 

THK VITAL CAUSE 

of dtfoat, however, is to bo found in tho 
one word "Ireland." Tho liberal govern- 
ment was slain by its Irish policy; it foil a 
victim to a too daring espouHal of tho Irish 
oauso. "We felt we had a goldou oppor- 
tunity of dealing with the Irish question if 
only parliament and tho pooplo would on- 
able ua to do ko. 1 do not believe that any 
one of us thought we hail any tangible 
chance of carrying these lato measures 
through the lata parliament. I doubt 
whether any one of us thought wo had even 
a remote ohauoa, but wo thought tho chance 
at that golden moment was worth trying, 
aud wo staked our little otHcial position, 
our short official career, on the one crisis, 
tho one hazard— of doing justice, onco for 
all, to Ireland." Most of the people real- 
ized at tho tiuio that Mr. Gladstone's policy 
belonged rather to tho future than to the 
present, that for once he stood too far iu 
advance of his time. Now wo have Lord 
Rosebory's avowal that tho paco was too 
swift, that the English people wero not pre- 
pared to docide rapidly on so complex a 
subject. The Irish polioy led up to the 
break up of the liberal party, to the seces- 
sion of the unionists, aud to their alliance 
with thetorieg. Tho compact is unnatural, 
and therefore not likely to be permanent, 
although Lord BoHebery thiuka it may pos- 
sibly last during the present parliament. 
Meanwhile, Mr. Gladstone, ns ha has prov- 
•d by various brief utterances and by an 
addendum to his pamphlet, ia still of tho 
opinion that Ireland has "a constitutional 
and juridical" right to houierulo. 

Professor Wallace has boon laying in 
his introductory lecture tj the agricul- 
tural class in Edinburgh University, that 
even in this groat manufacturing country 

TUB INDUSTRY OF AGRICULTURE 

is the largoat and moit important of all, 
locking up more capital and employing 
mors labor than any other. There ia iu- 
vuated iu British farming a capital of 
£700,000,000— little short of the amount 
of our national debt; while the capital 
aunk in mines is only £'56,000,000, and 
in Iron works £'29,000,000. There are 
omployod in agriculture 3,100,000 per- 
aons, while there are occupied in mining 
of all descriptions — coal ae well as nut»l — 
1,200,000, and in our textile manufac- 
tures 2,150,000 persons. The annual 
produce of our minea is valued at £66,- 
000,000, but tho produce of our fields 
and homesteads ia estimated to be worth 
the immense sum of £300,000,000 an- 
nually. It is not surprising that when j 
agriculture Buffers the whole nation should 
suffer. 

If one may believe the French journals, 
tha republican government threatens to 
give this oountry not a littlo trouble; and 
it is just possible that the British govern- 
ment may be called upon, before long, to 
decide whether they will straightway 
leave Egypt or hand it over to the mercies 
of a mixed control, audi aa that which 
recently brad so much misgoverninent, 

UONFUSIOH AND BLOODSHED. 

It is to ba hoped ihey have decided al- 
ready; and, in any case, they will be 
playing falae to tho country, if they give 
way to the Franco Russian demands, or if 
they auffer any other to interfere with the 
settlement of E^iypt besides tho Suzerain 
Sultan and the Khodive. France refused 
to lend a soldier or expend a franc in 
safe-guarding the Delta, But when we 
havo poured our blood and treasure to 
effect a settlement, Franco comes forward 
to assort a claim that has no better foun- 
dation than Napoleon's invasion and the 
cruol battle of the Pyramids. 

As tho approa-h of winter diminishes 
tho chances of those out of work obtain- 
ing civil employment, thero is a growing 
increase in the number of men who de- 
sire to enlist. At one recruiting station 
more men wore onliated last week than 
had boon taken in any other single week 
since the station was established, City 
olerks, it uppoare, present themselves in 
shoals, Thero is such a glut in tho clerk 
market that many of those who aro tall 
and broad enough among tho unemployed 
turn to the army as a moanB of employ- 
ment. Tho milit iry doctors find among 
theee caudidatoa many who aro physically 
unfit for tho service, but thoao who do 
join should find thoir education stand 
them in _ood stead if it has failed thorn 
elsewhere. 

"Guinness' stout" is perhaps tho moat 
extraordinary success of tho day, and tho 
popularity of tho newly incorporatsd liriu 
of Messrs. Arthur Guinness, Son &Cj., 
limited, is simply marvolloua. Last week 
tho conversion of tho groat Dublin firm 
into a oompany waa advartisod, and up to 
Saturday tlio applications rccoivod at Bar- 
ing's bank, In Diahopgato stroet, roached 
the immense sum of ono hundred million 
pounds- A remarkable scene was wit- 
nessed as excitod capitalists swarmed up 
during Saturday and Monday although 
the subscription list for shares had closed 
on the latter day soon after ton o'olock. 
I am prompted tu ask where all this 
money comes from. If ono hundred mil- 
lions of capital can be invested in a com- 
pany on less than a week's notice, there 
is Burely plenty of cash availablo in the 
country. A singular reflection upon tera- 
peranoo reform, too, ia called up by tho 
wonderful proaparity of iho Guinness, 
Baas and Alsopp firms. Despite all etToris 
against tho traffic, there is a craving which 
must be satisfied, and, oonaoquontly, 
those drink firms are business successes of 
the most pronounced oharacter. 

If anyone had prophesied a few months 
ago that beforo the coming ninth of Nov- 
ember, the abolition of tho lord mayor's 
show would have boon asked for ho would 
have been laughed at. But what would

thus have seemod improbable to tho verge 
of impossibility haa actually oomo to pass, 
and the suppression of tho annual pageant 
ii now boing demanded in what a short 
time since would have appeared the moat 
unlikely quarters. Tho reason for this is 
the threat of the socialists to organize a 
procession of their own which shall follow 
in tho wake of the lord mayor's show, and 
demonstrate to the world tho contrast be- 
tween the wealth of those connected with 
the municipality and tho poverty (if thosu 
who dwell in the East End. 

Although the judges have returned 
from thoir holidays for a weok, and legal 
affairs havo aetr.lod down into tho regular 
grooves, nothing reliable has boeu heard 
concerning tho conflicting rumors which 
are current respecting changea on 
the bench. That there will be suvcral 
vacancies before the end of the year vory 
few people in legal circles hoqui to doubt. 
The judge advocate general is said to be 
first favorite for the judicial tiikea, Mr. 
Marriott and Mr. McNaughten, Q. C., M. 
P. , coming noxt. 

The Gomot-Capelle dispute has resulted 
in a duel a la nwJe francahe. Tho two 
principals met on the "field of honor," 
fired a couple of shots without hurting 
each other, and having done so, separated 
quite satisfied. Tho quarrel originated 
in an attack made upon M. Ollendorff a 
government official, whom M C.»pelle ac 
cuaed in a newspaper of dishonorable act* 
in his public capacity. Tho charges wort- 
proved to be utterly unfounded, and M, 
Capelle had to withdraw them with an 
apology. In doing so, however, he ex- 
plained that his authority was M. Gemot, 
a member of tho chamber of deputies, 
from whom he had derivod tho informa- 
tion. To this M. Gemot gave a flit de- 
nial in terms which admitted but of one 
thing— his being called out. However, 
the dreadful inevitable did not amount tu 
much; and so may it be with all French 
duels, while such stupid meetings are btill 
reoognizsd as proper by persona profess- 
ing to be gifted with common aense. 

In ordor to put a now repeating 
rifle into the hands of tho French 
aoldiery and io repair the national 
fortresses, it is calculated that a 
sum will be needed of not loss than six- 
teen millions sterling. Since 1872, this 
ia the seoond thorough going change in 
the armaments of France. The Gras rifle 
from which so much was promised, and 
the arming of the troops, which cost a sum 
so vast, have been pronounced inefficient, 
while yet new. The fiuU grat has done 
service in Tunis and Tonquin; but bs- 
yond that, the deadly and expensive wea- 
pon has been made to serve its turn at 
target practice during a time of peaos.

NOVA SCOTIA 
It is rumored that ex-Speak"- Mr>. 
Gillivray positively declines to sa. .u^j 
himself against Hon. Mr. Thompson in 
Antigonish. The Grits will probably 
run a dummy candidate. 

John Grenier is negotiating witti it 
New York company for the sale of 
valuable coal and copper properties 
owned by him in Gape Breton. Grenier 
sets a handsome price, $oOO,000, on 
tho properties. The copper areas begin 
at George Etiver mountain and extend 
westerly ten miles along the southern 
side of Little Bras d'Or, being divided 
into four blocks of five miles square. 
The coal areas cover fourteen square 
miles and are situated between Lingan 
and Sydney. 

Valuable discoveries of gold are re- 
ported from Digby county causing great 
excitement there, 

The Customs department instructed 
Collector Ross to investigate the cir- 
cumstances of the seizure of the Ameri- 
can vessel Flying Scud and the Nova 
Scotian Aurianch. Cousul-General Phe- 
ian, after a thorough investigation into 
the facts, is convinced that no officers 
of the cruiser or Customs department 
had anything to do with hiving a trap 
to get the Yankee skipper to violate 
the law so that they could divide the 
line, The whole scheme was planned 
and carried out by an informer named 
John I'Vost.

The Lunenburg 
schooner Aurianch was seized by Cus- 
toms Detective Curless for alleged 
smuggling of liquor a vear ago, whan 
t;oiiimuLided Uv another eu> f ain and 
sailed by a dill'erent crew. It is further 
alleged that the informer was paid for 
making the information. The owner 
denied responsibility, refused to pay 
the line and threw the vessel into .the 
hands of the Halifax collector. Ho was 
instructed to use bis judgment in the 
matter and allowed the vessel to pro- 
ceed, and will investigate tne facts at 
leisure. 

It is said that Mr. Dodd will retire 
Ivom the contest in Cape Breton coun- 
ty, and that Messrs. David McKewn 
and H. F. McDuugall wiil be the gov- 
eminent candidates.
